N October, 1920, the United States turned 
| over to the French Government the most 

powerful wireless statidn in the world, locat- 
ed at Croix d’Hins, about seventeen miles from 
Bordeaux, France. It was begun by U. S. Navy 
engineers during the war, when no one could 
foresee how long the war would last. The armi- 
stice came before the plant was completed, but 
construction went on nevertheless, and it is now 
in complete operation by the French Govern- 
ment, to whom it has been presented by the 
United States. The plant cost in the neighbor 
nood of $400,000. The antennae are carried on 
eight metal towers about eight hundred feet 
high, and cover an aerial surface of about a mile 
long and a quarter of a mile wide. Each tower 
weighs 550 tons. The range of the station is 
about 13,000 miles, half way around the earth. 
An alternating current of 11,000 volts with a 
frequency of fifty cycles can develop Hertzian 
waves 2,300 meters long. Words can be trans- 
mitted with the speed of light—-185,000 milo: 
a second.
